By the London and China Express 
of August 12th received by the Pe- 
ninsular and Oriental Steam Navi- 
gation Company’s mail steamer Io- 
setta this morning, we note that the 
Corporation of Neweastle-on-T'yne 
have’ been paying high honours to 
Admiral Ting, Captain Clayson, and 
_the other officers of the Chinese 
cruisers, which have been lately con- 
‘structed, for the Imperial Govern- 
ment on ‘the coaly river, On Aug. 
6th the following address, which was 
got up in handsome style, beautifully 
. engrossed and illuminated was pre- 
sented by the Mayor in the name of 
the Corporation :— an 

Tho Admiral Ting Captain Clayson, 
and the offices of the gun-vessels Chao 
Yung and Yang Wet, of the Navy of 
his Imperial Majesty the Emperor of 
China. 

Wo, the Mayor, Aldermen, and Bur- 
gesses of the borough of Newcastle-on- 
Tyne beg to express to you the very 
great pleasure which your visit to the 
Tyne has given to the people of New- 
castle, and the great satisfaction with 
which we have witnessed the excellent 
and exemplary behaviow of the men 
under your command during tho 
lengthened stay of the Chinese vessel 
Hae Shin at Newcastle. : ; 

We hope that the friendly relations 
which have been established with the 
people of Newcastle on this the first 
visit of any Chinese vessel to the Tyne 
will be continued, and that the com- 
mercial intercourse now initiated be- 
tween the Tyne and the Chinese-Hm. 
pire may be maintained ond thereased 
jn succeeding years. © . :

Being found satisfactory, others wero 
ordered from the Tyne, and by the 
skill and oxperienco of your fellow- 
citizen, Mr, George Rendell, such im- 
provements wore introduced from time 
to time in each sucvessive g anboat that 
the last three months ago were.con- 
sidered little short of perfection. The 
Chinese Government has now taken 
the important step of sonding a por- 
tion of hor infant navy here to convey 
to China the latest two vessels built: 
for. them on the Tyne. These vessels 
will be the firat to bear tho Dragon 
flag from these shores to the Fur Mast. 
‘Their mission will bo, I hope as your 
Worship expressed it, that of peace: 
always. Thoir duty will be’ simply 
the protection of Chinese coasts, as is 
also tho duty of the vessel pone before 
them. The motto of the Celestial Ha. 
pire, 60 far og Tam able to express it, 
is like that of your volunteer army— 
“ Defence, and not defiance.” [ havo 
now to thank you, in the name of the 
Chinese Govorniaent, for all the kind. 
ness and hospitality shown by the 
authorities and people of Newcastle to 
all of ua during our stay amongst you. 

At the close of the presentation to 
Admiral Ting that officer kindly invit- 


od the. Major and his colleagues.in the 


Council to an inspection of the Chao 
Yung and the Yang We: before their 
dopartuve for China. The Mayor and 
his friends accordingly met at the 
Quayside, near the Swing Bridge, 
whence they embarked on board the 
steamer Flying Scolchman, on board 
which vessel they were conveyed down 
the river. Arriving off Northumber- 
Jand Dock, the company transhippod 
on to the first of the two vessels lying 
there, namely the Chao Yung. They 


“were received on board by Captain 


Clayson, Captain Tain, and, the other 
officers of the vessel. Tie company 
wore shown over tho whole of the 
vessel, the armaments. and engines 
being of special interest. The officers 
of tho vessel. were .anxious to show 
their visitors the gan in working order, 
but thord was uot sufficient steam-up 
for this to be done. Before leaving 
the vessel, tho visitors, with the offizees. 
of the Chao Yuny, repairel to the after 
deck of the ship, whare a short inter- 
esting caremony was performol. Alder- 
man Cail, in the name of the Tyne 
Commission, presented’ a number of 
voluines of the late Mr. James Guthrio’s 
work on “Lhe Tyne: its History and 
Resources,” to Uaptain Claysoa for 
distribution amongst the officers who 
have been ou the Tyne so long. 

Other courtesies were shown to 
the Chinese by various members of 
the Corporation, Captains Clayson 
and Lin returning thanks to their 
visitors for their kindness. . The 
cruisers left the Tyne on the 9th 
August, and had safely arrived at 
Plymouth before the departure of tho 
English Mail.
